Education of the public in this regard has long been recog- 


rized as almost the only way to protect the gullible throng from 
their own loolishness. Federal authorities have pointed out again 
and again that postal officials are handicapped in dealing with 
fraudulent schemes to get people's money because often they can- 
not detect the fraud nor act until after money has been lost and 
(omplaint made by the loser. Effective blue sky laws willTielp a 
treat deal. But they alone cannot do the work. 


For that matter, neijther will education and -publicity do it. 


All together, however, should make a big improvement and reduce 
considerably the 500 to 1,000 million dollars now estimated as lost 
to the blue sky promoter annually.

Education of the public in this regard has long been recog- 


rized as almost the only way to protect the gullible throng from 
their own loolishness. Federal authorities have pointed out again 
and again that postal officials are handicapped in dealing with 
fraudulent schemes to get people's money because often they can- 
not detect the fraud nor act until after money has been lost and 
(omplaint made by the loser. Effective blue sky laws willTielp a 
treat deal. But they alone cannot do the work. 


For that matter, neijther will education and -publicity do it. 


All together, however, should make a big improvement and reduce 
considerably the 500 to 1,000 million dollars now estimated as lost 
to the blue sky promoter annually.
